WORLD HEALTH ORGANIZATION NOW LISTING 
CELLPHONE EXPOSURE ^POSSIBLY CARCINOGENIC’

Radiation from cellphones can possibly cause can- 
cer, according to the World Health Organization. 
The agency now lists mobile phone use in the same 
“carcinogenic hazard” category as lead, engine ex- 
haust and chloroform. 

Before its announcement Tuesday WHO had 
assured consumers that no adverse health effects 
had been established. 

A team of 31 scientists from 14 countries, in- 
cluding the U.S., made the decision after review- 
ing peer-reviewed studies on cellphone safety The 
team found enough evidence to categorize person- 
al exposure as “possibly carcinogenic to humans.” 

What that means is they found some evidence 
of increase in certain types of brain cancer for mo- 
bile phone users, but have not been able to draw 
conclusions for other types of cancers 

“The biggest problem we have is that we know 
most environmental factors take several decades of 
exposure before we really see the consequences,” 
said Dr. Keith Black, chairman of neurology at Ce-

dars-Sinai Medical Center in Los Angeles. 

The type of radiation coming out of a cellphone 
is called non-ionizing. It is not like an X-ray but 
more like a very low-powered microwave oven. 

“What microwave radiation does in most simplis- 
tic terms is similar to what happens to food in micro- 
waves, essentially cooking the brain,” Black said. “So 
in addition to leading to a development of cancer and 
tumors, there could be a whole host of other effects 
like cognitive memory function, since the memory 
temporal lobes are where we hold our cellphones.” 


Wireless industry groups responded to Tues- 
day’s announcement by saying it does not mean 
cellphones cause cancer. CTIA-The Wireless As- 
sociation added that WHO researchers “did not 
conduct any new research, but rather reviewed 
published studies.” 

“When you look at cancer development— par- 
ticularly brain cancer— it takes a long time to de- 
velop. I think it is a good idea to give the public 
some sort of warning that long-term exposure 
to radiation from your cellphone could possibly 
cause cancer,” said Dr. Henry Lai, research pro- 
fessor in bioengineering at University of Wash- 
ington, who has studied radiation for more than 
30 years. 

Results from the largest international study 
on cellphones and cancer was released in 2010. It 
showed participants in the study who used a cell- 
phone for 10 years or more had doubled the rate of 
brain glioma, a type of tumor. To date, there have 
been no long-term studies on the effects of cell- 
phone usage among children.

In a world where the U.S. has surpassed S14 trillion in debt and few 
conservatives are satisfied with the 2012 Republican presidential field^ 
one woman dares to stand out as a maverick among the establish- 
ment.

EMANUEL IS BETTING ON A CASINO FOR 
CHICAGO-WILL QUINN ROLL THE DICE?

The gambling bill that promises a casino to 
Chicago won lawmakers’ approvalTuesday by 
offering something to almost everyone with 
a stake in the vote— from Mayor Emanuel 
and well-heeled Chicago developers to cash- 
strapped horse racing operators in southern 
Illinois. 

That so-called “Christmas-tree” approach 
has traditionally sunk gambling bills at the 
Statehouse, but it found success this year 
with politicians desperate to spend money 
without raising taxes. Even Gov Quinn, who 
had warned that we wouldn’t support a “top- 
heavy” gambling bill, said late Tuesday that he 
would consider signing this one— the most 
dramatic surge in gambling since casinos first 
came to Illinois. 

Video poker machines, slots and card tables 
would more than triple under the 400 -page 
bill that would sprinkle revenue on depressed 
communities, struggling businesses —even lo- 
cal health departments. 

Chicago would get a land-based casino and 
authority to put slot machines at O’Hare— 
potentially fast enough to let Emanuel count 
on gambling revenue to ease his cash-strapped 
budget next year. 

The state’s 10 casinos along Illinois riv- 
ers would have the opportunity to leave the 
water altogether and nearly double in size. 
Eour new casinos in the suburbs, Rockford 


and Danville, as well as slot machines at Illi- 
nois’ racetracks, would help triple the state’s 
12,000 gambling positions to as many as 
39,200 spots. 

The casinos would get major tax breaks on 
their winnings, but the state hopes to boost 
its lagging take from gambling revenue by in- 
creasing the availability and charging new fees 
to casino operators. The state would use some 
of that to pay its most overdue bills, fund con- 
struction projects and support its All Kids 
health care program. 

Gambling bills usually die in Springfield 
when competing interest groups pile on 
amendments aimed at getting a share of the 
proceeds. But this year, all those presents 
helped win the support of a majority of Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans in the House and Sen- 
ate— though not necessarily enough to over- 
come a potential Quinn veto. 

Chicago is at the center of the largest po- 
tential expansion of gambling since Illinois 
legalized 10 riverboats in 1991. The Chicago 
casino could have as many as 4,000 machines, 
slots and table games between the new casino 
and O’Hare and Midway 

The measure also would be a boon to the 
state’s horse racing industry with slot machines 
at racetracks to bolster long-suffering track 
receipts. A significant chunk of the so-caUed 
“racinos” business will bring slot machines to 
the state capital for the first time. The Illinois 



State Eairgrounds, which hosts horse racing 
only during the state fair, would turn into a full- 
blown operation with slot machines. 

The legislation also focuses on the contro- 
versial law approved two years ago allowing 
video gambling machines in many bars and 
truck stops around the state. Video gam- 
bling hasn’t started though because of regu- 
latory holdups and legal challenges. But in an 
approve-now, ask-questions-later section of 
the bill, the Illinois Gaming Board would be 
required to issue provisional licenses within 
two months, even if the applicants are not 


fully vetted. 

Although the state’s riverboat industry op- 
posed the bill, it would open the door to the 
floating casinos leaving the waterfront and 
moving inland. 

The biggest plum for casino operators 
maybe the tax breaks they’d receive. Begin- 
ning Jan. I, tax rates on casino revenue would 
be slashed across the board but especially at 
the upper end. Eor casinos that rake in more 
than $350 million a year from slot machines, 
the top tax rate would go from 50 percent to 
30 percent. Some of the rates take an addi-

tional dip after the start of 2013. 

Passage of the bill immediately 
sparked discussion of who might seek 
to run a Chicago casino, to be owned by 
the city, and where it would be located. 
Emanuel, who lobbied lawmakers to 
support the plan, said details such as 
where a casino would go will wait until 
“it’s been signed into law” 

But late Tuesday, an Emanuel admin- 
istration source said the mayor could 
name a new commission to oversee the 
city casino as soon as next week.

Moments before the Illinois Senate approved 
a Chicago casino Tuesday the lawmaker push- 
ing the plan offered a prediction. 

“It’s 5:20 [p.m.],” said state Sen. Terry Link 
(D-Waukegan). “I bet by 5:30 the phone’s go- 
ing to be starting to ring in the governor’s of- 
fice. There’s going to be emails. There’s going 
to be faxes. There’s going to be every way to 
communicate to the governor to sign this bill 
immediately” 

The remark illustrated the pressure that 
now shifts to Gov Quinn, the only thing be- 
sides a court challenge standing in the way of 
the largest gambling expansion in Illinois in 
two decades. 

Eor weeks, Quinn publicly tried to let the 
air out of the gambling balloon, deriding the 
plan as “top heavy” and declaring it something 
he “would never support.” 

But vetoing the plan would toss away hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars for a state still 
searching for money And blocking the casino 
bonanza also risks the wrath of Mayor Eman- 
uel, a sharp-tongued politician who inherited 
a city with its own set of money problems. 

Quinn’s position already has started to 
evolve. He’s now “open” to it. 

“The governor has consistently said that 
if there is a proposal on the table that will 
help us raise the revenue to create jobs and 
invest in education, he would be open to it,” 
said Quinn spokeswoman Annie Thompson. 
“While he has said that he doesn’t favor a top- 
heavy approach {to gambling], he hasn’t ex- 
panded on what that would be. At this point, 
he’s planning to really take a close look at this 
legislation.” 

On Monday Democratic Senate President 
John Cullerton told colleagues that the gov- 
ernor had become “irrelevant” in the budget 
back-and-forth. 

After the gambling bill passed Tuesday 
Cullerton offered a different public view of 
Quinn. 

“The governor is always relevant,” Cul- 
lerton said. “The governor is one who has to 
sign these bills, and if he doesn’t sign them, it 
shows you how relevant he is.”

Biago says he engaged 
in political maneuvers— 
but they all were legal

Rod Blagojevich was interested in getting 
something in exchange for naming some- 
one to the U.S. Senate, but only if it was 
part of a legal, political “horse trade,” the 
former governor said lliesday on the wit- 
ness stand at his retrial. 

As his testimony entered its third day, 
Blagojevich began to offer explanations 
on allegations that shocked the state in 
late 2008: that he had plotted to sell to the 
highest bidder the seat Barack Obama va- 
cated when he was elected president that 
fall. 

The former governor at first wanted 
a cabinet post, ambassadorship or high- 
paying job in exchange for naming Obama 
friend Valerie Jarrett to the seat, prosecu- 
tors allege, but when that fell through, he 
planned to name U.S. Rep. Jesse JacksonJr. 
to the seat in a swap with Jackson support- 
ers for S1.5 million in campaign money. 

Blagojevich was asked by his lawyer 
about a recorded 2008 phone call with an 
aide in which the then-governor suggested 
he would want to be named secretary of 
the U.S. Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services in exchange for a Jarrett ap- 
pointment. Blagojevich acknowledged he 
did ask his chief of staff whether that was 
possible. 

“Whether there’s something I might 
be able to get as part of that horse trade,” 
Blagojevich testified, “I throw out ... the 
position because I wondered if there might 
be a role for me to help President Obama 
expand health care to every American.” 

As for the proposed Jackson swap, 
Blagojevich said he rejected it out of hand.

New stickers ... 
and old names

Who’s the mayor again? 

Drivers could be forgiven for asking 
that Wednesday when vehicle stickers go 
on sale citywide. 

Mayor Emanuel and City Clerk Susana 
Mendoza’s names arc missing from the 
new tags, which arc required for vehicle 
owners in the city. Instead, former Mayor 
Richard M. Daley and former City Clerk 
Miguel del Valle arc featured. 

The glitch happened because the clerk’s 
office started designing and producing 
stickers in January, and they were printed 
before the new mayor and clerk took of- 
fice, according to Kristine Williams, a 
clerk’s office spokeswoman. 

Under the city’s municipal code, city 
stickers must feature the names of the 
mayor and city clerk, she said. 

Waiting until May 16, when Emanuel 
and Mendoza were sworn into office, 
would not have left officials enough time 
to print new stickers and make them avail- 
able to vendors before old stickers ex- 
pired, she said. 

The 2011-12 city stickers, S75-S120, also 

went on sale online May 16 at chicityclerk. 
com. 

The clerk’s office said it won’t be re- 
printing stickers with the names of the 
new mayor and clerk. 

And beHeve it or not, it’s not the first 
time names have been an issue with the 
tags. The year Mayor Harold Washington 
won the election, former Mayor Jane By- 
rne’s name appeared on the 1983-84 city 
sticker, WilHams said.

Mayor Emanuel said Tuesday that he agreed 
with the decision by Chicago police to close 
North Avenue Beach on Monday after several 
people began showing signs of heat-related 
sickness. 

The beach was closed about 6 p.m. after 
Chicago Fire Department paramedics were 
called to deal with several people who re- 
quired medical attention. 

At least four people were taken to area 
hospitals, including one i8 -year-old who 
was taken in serious-to-critical condition to 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital during the 
Memorial Day holiday 

Emanuel said he was not consulted before 
the shutdown and promised a review of the 
decision-making process behind the closure. 
But at first blush, he said he thinks police 
“took the appropriate steps” so paramedics 
could get to people in distress. 


“Think about the opposite, if they didn’t 
take those steps,” he said. “There would be a 
different set of questions here, a whole set of 
other questions.” 

“We will do like what I did after the bliz- 
zard: What did we do right, what do we need 
to strengthen on, and we’ll have an after- 
action report,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment released a statement saying it “has the 
authority and responsibility to take such ac- 
tion in the interest of public safety and has 
done so in the past. We thank our public safe- 
ty partners for their service and cooperation, 
and the public for their understanding.” 

Visitors to the beach left behind heaps of 
garbage. Workers on Tuesday morning were 
greeted by the trash. 

“The bottom line is, that was a great deal 
of trash,” Park District spokeswoman Jessica 
Maxey-Faulkner said.

Frank Faviajr. goes to society galas, but make 
no mistake: His weekends aren’t full of as- 
cots, monocles and people who remember 
the Roosevelt administration. Instead, he’s 
part of a thriving group of Chicago 20- and 
30 -somethings who mix do-gooding with par- 
tygoing. 

Favia, 30, of River North, works as a lawyer 


with Sidley Austin during the week but packs 
his free time full of benefits. In addition to be- 
ing a member of the Lincoln Park Zoo’s aux- 
iliary board, he said he attends 10-15 galas a 
year, and “tons” of other events. He describes 
a vibrant but not stuffy scene in Chicago for 
those in their late 20s to mid-30s, one that 
blends nonprofit fundraising with hanging 
out. 

“There’s a lot of mingling,” Favia said of the 


galas, which can vary from dancing at Lincoln 
Park Zoo to nibbling on appetizers at an ex- 
clusive club. The dress codes are equally var- 
ied, he says: “Some of them are black tie, {but} 
I would say the majority of them are cocktail 
attire.” 

With the city enjoying the hottest part of 
the benefit social calendar— which runs all 
year but gets particularly active in spring and 
summer— galas are taking up space in the 


schedules of Chicagoans regardless of their 
bank accounts. Some of the hottest benefits, 
such as Lincoln Park Zoo’s Zoo-ologie and 
Mercy Home’s Have Mercy gala, fall this time 
of year. 

For those with cash to spare, there are high- 
price parties such as the Goodman Theatre’s 
$1,0 00 -per- ticket gala last month, which 
featured Matthew Morrison of “Glee.” But 
there are also $85-per-person events that have

plenty of glamour, such as the Art Institute’s 
Night Heist benefit Saturday which many put 
on their can’t-miss lists. 

From hotels to yachts, the events take place 
in spots all over the city Some, such as the 
Night Heist, are even held in the institutions 
they’re benefiting. 

“It’s really a great way for people under 40, 
the young urban professionals, to get togeth- 
er {and} to make connections,” said Reenie 


Attorney Frank Favia Jr., 30, and Vanessa 
Cummins, 28, attend the Zoo-ologie gala. Favia 
sits on the Lincoln Park Zoo auxiliary board. 


O’Brien, 29, a member of Mercy Home’s Junior 
Board and an Old Town resident. She said the so- 
cial aspect is undeniable, but philanthropy is the 
real draw 

Mercy Home for Boys and Girls, on the Near 
West Side, offers crisis intervention for kids. 

“Everybody feels like they’re getting together in 
a really fun way to do some good,” O’Brien said of 
the galas. 

Whether it’s the cause or the scene that attracts 
the gala-goers, many view the organizations and 
the glitzy events they hold as a way to become true 
residents of the city Favia said after graduating, he 
decided to research nonprofit organizations and 
select ones he truly felt were paying more than 
just lip service to charity Favia also works with two 
Northwestern University organizations and was 
on the auxiliary board of the Boys & Girls Club of 
Chicago. 

“If I’m going to live and work in the city. I’m go- 
ing to be as involved as possible,” he said. “There 
are people who like the bar scene. ... [These events 
are] a nice change. It’s something different to do 
on a Friday or Saturday night.” 

Those in the gala set said they have to select 
causes in which they believe. 

“For a lot of people, it’s passions they had 
when they were younger,” said Andrew Bleiman, 
31, of Wicker Park. Bleiman, who also serves on 
the Lincoln Park Zoo’s auxiliary board, said after 
people become more settled in their professions, 
thoughts turn to how to give back. “They start to 
think, ‘I have a good job ... but I should do some- 
thing ... good and meaningful and helpful.’ ” 

The reasons Chicagoans get involved vary from 
person to person, said Aaron Davidson, president 
of the Goodman Theatre’s Scenemakers Board. 

“Some of them probably go purely for the so- 


cial aspect. Some of them go because their friends 
are bugging them,” said Davidson, 29, of the Gold 
Coast. 

But “the most important reason people should 
want to do things like this is out of support. Every- 
body only has so much time.” 

Bleiman said he gets an invitation every other 
day to some sort of nonprofit event, and they vary 
from intimate gatherings of less than 150 to huge 
bashes of 1,000 or more. 

Jennifer Dunham Luby 35, of Wicker Park, 
serves on the Loop-based Chicago Symphony Or- 
chestra’s Overture Council. She estimates tickets 
to galas that cater to the younger crowd usually 
run about $100. She attends about two or three 
black tie-type events a year but usually will get to 
an event of some kind every other month. 

“I try to support other things my friends are do- 
ing,” Luby said, echoing comments from others ac- 
tive in the charity scene who say the deal can be an 
“I’ll go to your event if you’ll go to mine” trade-off 

So with the diversity of philanthropic options 
out there, are there people who go to almost ev- 
erything? 

“I feel like that would be me,” said Halie Bojovic, 
25, of the Gold Coast, a member of the Loop-based 
Art Institute’s Evening Associates Board, women’s 
volunteer organizations the Junior League and the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 

She’s not into the buy-a-new-designer-dress- 
each-weekend set, Bojovic said, but the events are 
a blast. 

“It’s just a really nice thing to do outside of work 
besides sitting at your desk from 9 to 5 every day” 
she said. “It’s really fun just to find people with a 
common interest that are outgoing and want to 
give back to the community”
